SHIP SUBSIDY IN HISTORY 








In early history the term subsidy was 1 to a special 
land tax, usually of about one-fifth of the normal rental. In 
the latter part of the eighteenth and the beginning of e 
nineteenth century it denoted payments to an ally for assist 
ance ih Carrying on war, but its modern use has een applied 
to any direct pecuniary aid rendered by the state to indus 
trial enterprises. In its widest sense includes all such
